They have said time 
and again that the U. S. is ripe for 
revolution, and only a competent di­ 
recting hand is needed to bring it 
about when the time comes. 
Finally, if it becomes necessary, 
Hitler’s great armed forces will at­ 
tack us— depending largely upon in­ 
ternal unrest and disunity to make 
the job of his sailors and soldiers 
and airmen comparatively easy. 
This may sound fantastic, Tout it 
seems to be the Nazi plan, and Hit­ 
ler realizes that if he is to achieve 
a world revolution unprecedented in 
history, he must have allies.

them. It was said for years 
that 
National Socialism would come

But 
today 
German-Russian relations are 
ap-, 
parently the best, and Soviet spokes­ 
men have been denouncing the U. 
S. and England and praising 
the 
Reich. Italy was a world war ally— 
today she is Hitler’s partner, and 
Fascist authorities have 
been 
ex­ 
tremely outspoken concerning Axis 
plans for dismembering England and 
giving the U. S. a dose of harsh eco­ 
nomic medicine. Last, Japan—also a 
world war ally— seems to have gone 
Axis-ward whole hog. The new gov­ 
ernment is pro-Fascist, and 100 per 
cent anti-Democratic. English rights 
in the Far East are being ruthlessly 
abrogated, and Britain had to swal­ 
low a humiliating pill recently when 
she agreed to Japanese demands to I 
close the 
Burma 
Road, 
principal 
source 
of 
supplies for beleaguered 
China. And Japanese-U. S. relations 
have rarely been in a worse state. 
According to Nipponese authori­ 
ties, Japan will 
pursue 
her 
“ Asia 
Asiatics” policy—a policy which 
is 
about as cruel and imperialistic as 
any in history— whether we like it 
or not. U. S. protests will not 
be 
seriously considered. And say 
the 
Japanese sword-wavers, 
the 
Land 
of the Rising Sun will go to war, 
with us if necessary.

Europe m concerned, Japan is solid-

mission. But every place untreated
